of Kirkersville, Licking county, dur-

This is a crime with 
a ship at a low attitude and he was 
probably rattled. She went into a tail 
spin fifty feet fgrom the ground and 
the instructor could not pull her out of 
it in this distance. The cadet was not 
hurt, but the lieutenant had the weight 
of the engine on him and is some hurt 
besides his broken leg. 


"As he had been giving me some es 
necial attention

I will feel his loss very 
much, for all instructor fly differently 
He had permitted me to take the ship 
up alone after being up with him six 
hours.

The present hard-and-fast uniform rule keeps millions of dollars out of the 
public trcasurie% because taxpayers do not make full returns on personal prop-'. 
erty. Personal property—and particularly intangible property—is so easily se- ' 
creted or taken out of the state, that Ohio taxing districts lose an immense rev- 
enue from this source.

Under classification, varying, equitable, rates on different classes will in- 
crease Ohio tax duplicates so that most communities will not face the bugaboo 
of deficiencies in public treasuries. 


States that have discarded Ohio's fearful tax system and have adopted classi- 


fication are more than satisfied- Kentucky. Pennsylvania, Maryland, Wisconsin, 
and other:, proclaim the success of classification. 


In Kont-icky the farmers and home-owners were saved a million dollars last 
year through classification and all taxpayers were satisfied because the rates 
ivere reducyl.
